ration for two or three days after the 
pigs aril taken from lii r, there will rare- 
ly lie any trouble with her, while the 
pigs will not Ixi Ix'Uefited by allowing 
them to suck again. 

Tile pigs must have warm quarters 
and be well ftsl, and at the same time 
they must take exercise every day. It 
may even be ueceiw.-iry to roust them out 
of their lieds, osptvially if tho weather 
is oold, in order to make them take 
exercise enough to keep healthy. A pig 
loves a warm b*-d, and tho more they lie 
in it tho If'ns inclined they will bo to 
leave it, and they will got so that they 
will nduMo to come out to eat. Hut with 
u little cure at the Kf.art to keep them 
vigorous this may reailily bo avoided. 
Tho aim in f*>e<ling is to kei-p the pigs 
thrifty rather than fat, maintaining a 
Bteaily growth every day, and in the 
w inter more than ordinary care is neees- 
sary. If they can be kept growing rapid- 
ly during the w inter, fall pigs can usual- 
ly lie made profitable, but ^horwisu 
they will prove a loss. At tlS season 
they are often so stunted at weaning 
that they never fully recover. — Cor. 8 L 
Louis Republic. 

The m-rf Cow anil Calf. 

For the first thri'o or four weeks after 
calving the udder shoald be frtxiueutly 
examined, and until the calf can con- 
sume the w hole of the milk any surplus 
supply must drawn otf. At all timisi, 
so long u.s the calf i.s still sucking, at- 
tention must be given to ee>e that all 
tho teats are clean. Calves w ill nut suck 
a dirty teat, and if not regularly sucked 
the quarter of the udder it belongs to 
will bicume engorged 8 o long as there 
is DO deinuud for the calving box the 
cow and her calf may remain there; but, 
if it is required, then the cow iiisj* be 
returni^l to lier stall and the calf be tied 
up by her side. This tying up of the 
oaif is U-st done by means of a strap 
aruund the neck. — ExcCiUige.
